INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 14.—The Democrats 
have made a clear sweep of the State. The 
pews that came in late last night and during to- 
day completely surprised everybody, and none 
seemingly more than the Democrats themselves, 
who would have been content with a reasonable 
triumph. So far as heard from, but one county 
(Delaware) bas given an increased Republican 
majority. The rule is that strong Republican 
counties lore very largely; in some, as for in- 
stance, Rush, the majority being wiped out and 
the Democrats carryinog them. On the basis of 
the counties, as reported, the Democratic Com- 
mittee claim the State by 20,000 or 25,000, while 
the Republican managers concede it by from 
8,000 to 12,000. But three Republican Cougress- 
men are certain ; but thechances favor Heilman 
in the First, and there ia a slight bope for Hun- 
ter in the Eighth. The Legislature will 
be largely Opposition, the Re; ublicaus beiag 
unable to figure a majority even 
in the Senate, with sixteem members holding 
over, and of course the House will be consider- 
ably against them. It is not improbable that 
there will be forty Independent members cf the 
Assembiy in the Legislacure. The Kepublicans 
are meagre, Republican Senators are reported 
from the following districts: Jefferson, Grant, 
Blackford and Jay, Huntington and Wabash. 
Wayne, Tippecanoe, Spencer and Poser, and 
Marion ao Howard. Kepubiican Senators 
are defeated in such strong. dixtricts 
a8 Hamilton and Tipton, and Madison and Dela- 
waie, where the Independents carrv the day, 
The best the Republicans can do is to make 
three Senato.ial districts doubiful, which ;ives 
the Democrats sixteen new members. They bave 
eight hold-over members. There will be a con- 
teat over the election of the Senator from Madi- 
son and Delaware, the eitting member claiming 
that he has still two veara to serve.

THE ADDRESS, 

Mr. West, of Louisiana, Chairman of the Com- 

mittecee on Address, reported a long address, 
stating that a parallel to this Convention fads 
no precedent in the bistory of this jcountry. 
Those who defended the country were compelied 
to come together to defend themselves against 
its opponents. The record of crimes in the 
Southern States presents a summary of out- 
rages which staggers obelici. There is 
a great difference between _—ippolitical 
contests in the North and in the South. in one 
it is bmef and peaceful, and in the other 
prolonged and bitter, marked by murder and 
assasainaiion. In one Kepublicanism is a badge 
of honor, and in the other it ia a mark of leprosy 
to be shunned. ‘The ciremmatances of recon- 
struction divided the parties on the basis 
of color, as much as if it was intention- 
ally done, and this has prevoxed 
strife. When the unrepentant slavehoider 
sees the former slave m the exercise of. tue 
rights of citizenship, Pride of race makes him 
feel, though unjuativ, that the negro has ac- 
quired his righis by the degradation of the white 
man. This makes the negro feel uneasy and 
anxious. The field for obtamiug political ad- 
vice for the negro has been narrowed 
by the Opposition, by their denuncia- 
tion of old and pew citizens, whom they 
may affiliate ‘with. He that looks for loyalty to 
the Democrats of the South will look in vain. 
Recent events have shown that no republican 
government can be sustained at the South with- 
out Federal interference until the Democrgts 
learn that it is in vain to fight against the idea 
of civil and political equality. 
The address complains of the charge of cor- 
ruption made against Southern Kepublicans, and 
of the misrepresentations of tne Associated 
Press agents and of the Southern papers. Jen- 
nessee, Kentucky, and Georgia are under Demo- 
cratic rule, yet disorders are prevalent in them. 
The address speaks at length of the oturages, 
and declares that in few instances had the 
Grand Juries indicted, and in none had the petit 
juries convicted. A powerful press keeps silence 
or defends the criminals and miligns the victim. 
If, in rare instances, a criminal shonid 
be convicted, he would receive the sympathy 
of that party in whose cause he has suffered. It 
ought to be made as much acrime to murder a 
citizen of the United States as of States, and the 
evil-doers should learn that the matter does not 
end with a verdict of acquittal in the State 
Courts. The presence of troops has had, 
in many instances, a restraining influence 
upon the Democratic assassinations. We chal- 
lenge refutation of the story of Democratic ma- 
lignancy and crime, and ask the Americana peo- 
ple to grant us that protection afforded to their 
fellow-citizens in foreign lands. 

The address was uuauimously adonted. 

Goy. Davis, of Texas,disseated from the reme- 
dies proposed by the address. He did not think 
the Constitution would permit Federal Courts to 
interfere. He would prefer a twenty years’ ter- 
ritorial government fur the South, but would 
vote aye.

The 
parties excluded claimed to be a vigilance com- 
mittee appointed to see that proceedings were 
on the square. On motion of Mr. Hickey, each 
Aldermanic candidate was allowed to send ina 
lynx-eyed guardian of their respective interests. 
On the votes being counted, Mr. M. Schmitz 
was declared to have received 255 votes, his op- 
ponent, Mr. Fred Sommers, having but 242. Mr. 
Schmitz was declared elected. ‘Ten illegal votes 
for Mr. Sommers were thrown out, and eight of 
the same stripe for Mr. Schmitz. 

In the Eigth Ward, a thief named Burke, who 
had in some way gained access‘ to the room in 
which the judges were counting the votes, seized 
W. F. Hildreth’s hat containing the winning 
tickets, and made off with them. It was the 
Opivion of the judges, and every one else present, 
that the little brown ticket had won, and the 
judges so decided. The theft was prompted by 
some of the disappointed candidates. 

THE RESULT. 

The oxcitement last night at the different 
places of resort for the candidates and politi- 
cians ran high.

Lastly, there w 
an emerald as big as a walnut, covered with the 
names of Kings who have possessed it, 
The ancient Persians prized the emerald shove 
all ge and paiticularly those from Egypt 
Their goblets, decorated with these stones, were 
copied bythe Romans. The Shab also possesses 
a pearl worth £60,000. But the most attractive 
of all the Persian stones is the turauoise, which 
is inlaid by the native lavidaries with designs and 
inscriptions with great effect and expertness. The 
best come from Nisabapoor, in Khorassan, whose 
mines orpamented the gold armor of the Per- 
sians, somuch admired by the Greeks. Obardip 
records that in the ‘i'reasury 9 Ispaban he saw, 
‘‘in each chamber, the stones in the rough piled 
high on the floor like heaps of grain, illing in-. 
numerable leathor bags.” As with the King of 
Burmah and big rubics, the turquoises of J/erera 
are always first ins rected by the Shah. Laney ara 
divided into two classes acoording te she positioa 
in which taey are found.

The first, calied senui, or stony, areinerusted 
in the matrix, and have to be removed by meaus 
of a hammer; the second aro taken from the 
alluvisi deposits, and, though larger, are of less 
value than the former, which areof a deep biue 
color.

PROCEEDINGS IN THE JOINT CONVENTION OF U¥IVER 
SALISTS AND UNITARIANS AT WHITEWATER, WIS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WHITEWATER, Wis., Oct. 13.—The programme of ex- 
ercises marked out for the Convention of the Univer- 
enlists and Unitarian Churches is being carried out 
with increasing interest. Aijarge number of delegates 
arrived to-day, and the attendance from the vicinity is 
sufficient io fill all the available space that may be left 
in the Louse, 

THE OPENING SERVICE 
of the day was an hour of devotional exercise, begin- 
ning at 9 o’clock, the Rev. William McNeal, of Madi- 
son, being in charge of the meeting. The Convention 
was permanentiy organized by electing the Rev. 8S. M. 
G. Todd, of Columbus, Moderator, and G W. 
Cook, of Sharon, Clerk, The Rev. Mr, Jones, the 
Rev. Mr. McNeal, and J. S. Partridge, of White- 
water, were appointeda Committee on Resolutions, 
At 10 the Rev. J. T. Jones, of Janesville, pronounced 
the introductory address. Mr. Jones isa very forcible 
and eloquent speaker, and welcomed the delegates to 
their three days’ work in highly fitting terms.

Ritual he looks upon as “the 
clothing which, in some form and some degree, 
men naturaily and inevitably give to the per- 
formance of the public duties of religion,”— 
Ritualism only as the abuse of Ritual. There is 
a kind of Ritual in all the public or solemn 
acts of human life. Ritualism, Gladstone 
thinks, has been imperceptibly obtaining 
a foothold in (England. Modes of cele- 
brating the divine service have become 
habitual in the Church which thirty years ago 
would have been denounced as Ritualism. Now, 
even those who oppose the progress of what is 
called Ritualism take no notice of these modes. 
The English Church is not the only body. in 
which this tendency has been observable. Non- 
conform sts and Presbyterians have been moving 
in the samedirection. Gladstone appears neither 
as an advocate por a6 an opponent of Ritual. 
He is a litte of both; or rather he is guardedly 
non-committal, as becomes a great statesman. 
Judging from his latest utterances, neither 
High Church nor Low Church can claim him. 
‘The most important question connected with the 
controversy is not, he thinks, whether a handful 
of the clergy are engaged in the visionary effort 
to Romanize the Church and people of England. 
It is a question for each individual whether 
the movement 1s a bealthy movement for him. 
Here the statesman becomes the preacher, and 
writes a sermon on the duty of those who are Rit- 
ualists.

But then 
he adds that there has not been an increase of 
inward fervor in the past thirty years corre- 
sponding to the progress of Ritual during the 
same period. ‘To be logical, Gladstone should 
forbid all Ritual, on the ground that, what is Rit- 
ual to ove and helps him, is Kitualism to another 
and impedes him. Each man should have his 
own Ritual. A public Ritual, where tastes, dispo- 
sition, and religious fervor are so very different, 
is an absurdity. 

The British Parliament recently passed a law 
for putting down Ritualism. Of course Giad- 
stone is not respousibie for that law. 
Ritualistic movement he has evidently no sym- 
pathy. But he is probably opposed to the law, 
judging that different churches should be al- 
lowed to choose for themselves the amount of 
ceremony which their taste and fervor demand. 
lf, as he say& the question of Ritualis an indi- 
vidual one, the Church of Engiand would do a 
nice thing in leaving it to individuals to decide, 
rather than endanger its own unity by adopting 
an opposite course.

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For several years past difficulties in the way 
of the tenauot-farmer in England have been mul- 
The troubles in the agricul- 


which thinking persons must always deplore. 
Farm-laborers bave struck for higher wages, 
and have held out against their employers very 
successfully. The burden in this case falls upon 
a long-suffering and unfortunate class of men. 
The wealthv land-ownser suffers no more than 
the dissatisfied farm-hand. It is the middle- 
man who pays the piper. It must be borne 
in mind that the entire Isiand of Great 
Britain 1s owned by a comparatively small 
number of capitalists, and that the agriculturist 
staggers under the weight of a heavy rent which 
is paid to his aristocratic landlord. The fact of 
the matter is that he cannot by apy possibility 
afford to pay more te his farm-hands, Thus, 
with exacting landjords on the one hand and no 
means of procuring help at a reasonable rate on 
the other, the position of the English tenant- 
farimer to-day would be desperate indeed but for 
one circumstance—American ingenuity. The 
strike among the laborers has brought about 
its natural couseguences. Forced to aban- 
don the old method of agriculture to 
which he has clung because bis 
ancestors clung to it before him, he has grasped 
at what he thought a floating straw. His preju— 
dices against American agricultural] machinery 
have been deep-rooted, but, forced to sacrifice 
them, be bas found himself far more independ- 
ent than before. At present, the importation 
of American inventions into England exceeds 
that of any previous year since the invention of 
labor-saving apparatus. While the vast surpius 
of grain in this country and the decreased value 
consequent on it have affected the American 
trade, we learn from authentic sources that the 
Engiish trade has been trebied in the past vear. 
The cultivators and reapers have been especially in 
demand, and the demand is likely to continue. It 
is an interosting illustration of the theory and 
practice of strikes. By voluntarily throwing up 
their work the fa:m-laborers have creaieda 
want. ‘This want has been supplied in a manner 
they did not anticipate, and large masses of 
them are consequently out of employment. The 
change im the agricultural system, which was 
certain and should have been siow, has beea 
violent. What the results will be it is hard to 
determine. One thing is certain, however: ihe 
pauper roll of Great Britain will not be sensibly 
diminished by thus suddenly throwing a body of 
helpless, uneducated men upon the country un- 
fitted for any calling but that which has been 
closed against them.

GENERAL HURLBUT’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Hurlbut was then introduced and spoke 
as foliows: 

Again, comrades of the Army of the Tennessee, as the 
year rolis round, we have met to answer to the roll-call; 
to renew our recollections of the past; to enjoy fora 
while, Mm each otber’s society, the swiftly—passing 
present; and to plan and hope for the future, There 
is @ special fitness tomy mind im the place and the 
time of tins rennion. We standin the Capital of this 
great State, which, by population, by enthusiasm in 
the cause, and by geographical situation, was the 

KEYSTONE OF THE GREAT NORTHWEST, 
dominating, from her position ot advantage, the navi- 
gation of the waters of the Mississippi and Ohio, and 
controlling largely the access to those great 
national limes of operation and supply tendered to~ 
the nation by the Cumberland and the Tennessee, and 
so grenidly utilized by the intellect that formed and 
the unflinching will that led the Army of the Tennessee 
upon its first experiment of piercing one line of the 
enemy's defenses, and at the same time, and by the 
fame movement, flanking another. From this vantage- 
ground of ilinois, the first direct, straightforward 
movement in the West was made, and the low delta 
that terminates in Cairo has become historic ground as 
the original base of operatious for both army and 
havy in the great problem of clearing the Mississippi, 
and forcing our antagonists back to interior lines, 
which again, in due time, were to be crushed and 
broken by bolder movements, covering larger areas of 
territory, demanding more men, greater experience, 
aiid that thoroughness of soldiership that can only be 
atiained from days of march and battle, and nights of 
bivouac, 

But iinois not only had these physical advan- 
tages, this magnitude of importance from 
her strategic position, she was alzo._s for- 
tunate, at the hour of reril, in the 
possession of great men in high places, men of large 
hearts, of wonderful earnestness, of grand capacity 
for couv ictions, of absolute faith in right and justice, 
and M we successful outcome of all that went to main- 
tain the right and put down the wrong. Some of these 
Still live amoug us, aud of them I may not speak by 
name, Bone have closed their mortal career; and, of 
one such, I, standing here on this occasion, will ven- 
ture some few words, noi wholly inappropriate, and.

itr thore early days of ‘the War, full of high qnalities 
ana of rare pronhuse, with singular power of attaching 
others to him, of great eloquence because of great 
convictions, Of steady faith and earnest purpose 

thoroughly devoted to his country, and carelesa of re- 
sults so that the country be sustained. How truc 
and manly he was; how he poured the 

energy of his own purpose and will into 
the hearts of the people; how he met, defied, und 
overthrew incipient treason at home; and how the 
whole stormy patriotism of the State rallied around 
him,—the history of the time willshow. That he was 
far trom perfect, we, his best friends, well knew. That 
the beauty and symmeiry of us character were warped 
aud marred by his want of control over his iower self, 
we knew then and know now. But, after ali is said 
that can be said by morslist or philosopher, now that 
he lies in his grave yonder, at Jacksonville, no sokier 
of Liimois, no member of this Society, no true lover 
of his country, but will pass judgmeut on his career

Bonesth yonder jusi-compieted rionument reat the ro- 
mains Of &@ Man so great, yet so simple, that the world 
but now begins to realize the strong and rough-hewn 
power of the dead; so fullof homely wisdom, so pa- 
tient to wait, 80 discerning of the popular will, so apt 
atetropg parables containing the wealth of sound 
thought, so persistent in believing better of men than 
they seemed to deserve, 80 bumane and tender- in his 
feelings, so faithful to convictions when once fully 
elaborated in his own mind after painful and hesitating 
slf-q ing, 80 apt to wieid with equal facility the 
high faculty of severe logic or the easy play of natural 
humor. Tae Great President was a citizen, in his life, 
of this city, add the vast giory of the riot, states- 
man, and martyr, fills all this scene to-day. Tosemor- 
row the monument will be unvelied, and from the elo- 
tried friend, 


upon the country he loved, just coming forth stained 
with the amoke of battle, but glorious all over with the 
light of a God-given triumph. Friend aa he was of ali, 
yet specially as with singular tenderness was he the 
friend ef the soldier, and therefore this reunion is 
fortunate as to time in that it becomes a portion of the 
great ceremonial which shall give fitting honor to the 
martyr President. 

Thus much I have deemed it right to say of the State 
and her dead,—not, I trust, in any a of invidious 
camperisorn ; forI know that, in de great strugg) 
each and afl of the States represented here ieday 
swept gallantly to the front, that all had their great 
and good men in the right place at the right time; nor 
that I dream of dwarfing down the fame of Lincoly io 
the petty dimensions of any one State, when it is al- 
ready the inberitance of the nation, but because these 
thoughts of mine spring maturally from the thae ani 
the place, and I could not keep them down if I would, 
and would not if I could. 

Organized originally on the soil of Illinois, this 

AEMY OF THE TENNESSEE 
went forth to meet the events that might befall it. 
Looking back now on it# wonderful carear, Kh seems 
like looking back op the courses of a great continental 
river, smallin its beginning from little springs and 
fountains up in the far highiands, fed and increased 
from time to time by affluents from a thousaid sources, 
sometimes clearing its way in foam and struggle 
through rock-ribbed mountains, turned by overmas- 
tering obstacles not seldom from its direct courese, 
yet ever swinging back again to the predestined Le ; 
now gloomy in the thick darkness of great forests, now 
in broad reaches of Smooth current and clear sun- 
light; mow in ecemt supply of water from its distant 
northern birthplace, janguishing and slow, then again 
filed bank-full by the gracious showers far off above, 
aud finally, cutting, wearing, and crashing through all 
barriers made by Nature and by man, it sweeps grand- 
ly, silently, overwhelmingly, by hamlet, village, 
and city, to the sea, So with the Army of 
the Tennessee. Gathered from all parte of the country, 
from tens of thousands of homes by mountain, bili, 
and prairie, from city, village, or lonely farm, from 
the work-bench, the counter, the school, the plow, 
from mines and from distant logging camps, the 
wearers of the Blue came down to swell the ranks of 
the creat Army of Freedom ; arms in their hands; the 
flag above them; faces set steadily southward, Col- 
umn after colump,—sometimes ali combined, some- 
times by separate routes,—the graud array moved on, 
There were checks; there were disasters; there were 
cruel shocks of fierce and bloody battles; there were 
long sieges; there were weary marches; there were 
many exposures to ilinegs and to death. Many fell in 
actual battle; many etaggered on for a while, fighting 
the harder fight with disease, then fell by the wayside ; 
many died from want of care,—more because of 
ignorance of campaign-life. <ireat gaps were meade 
in our bravest and best battalions, Still, all 
that lived stood fast by the colors; and iben, 
again, new blood and new life was thrown into the 
reduced ranks of the older regiments, and new nutn- 
bers came down to swell the column; and the steady 
tramp of armed men went on, until defeat and disaster 
were known no more, and the assurance of victory be- 
came Labitual to officers and mer, Ana at last, gath- 
ering together all its elements of strength at Atiania, 
casting off allits incumbrances, the Great Army of 
Deliverance cut itseif loose from all behind ft, and 
CLOVE ITS MIGHTY WAY 

through the staggered population of Georgia, in that 
unegusled march of Shermanmto the sea. Like the 
river to which I have compared it, this was properly 
its bourne, Its errand was finiebed, its work was 
done, when Hazen and bis men walked over Fort 
McAllister and opened the gateway to the sea. For, 
pending this great movement, and as a put of 
it, Heod, who had swept north with the only 
available force of the enemy in the Southwest, 
bad battered himself to pieces against 
the rock of Chickamauga, and the battle of Nashville, 
clearly planned and perfectly fought out, had deman- 
strated the superb soldiership of Thomas, and the wise 
forecast of the great commander who had left him 
there to do precisely the thing be did. 

But, although the end was evident, and the resist- 
ance of the enemy clearly hopeless, yet military honor 
commanded the leaders of the remaining armies of 
the Confederacy in Virginia and the Carolinas to pro- 
long the conflict to the last possible mament. Qn our 
side, all considerations of economy and of humanity 
demanded that the struggle be brought to a speedy 
close. And, therefore, the Army of the Tennessee, 
after a brief halt, swung nerthward from Savannah, 
and, by a serics of swift marches and sharp engege- 
ments, .cieared the entire coast from Savannah to 
Wilmington, strengthened itself by the detachments of 
our own forces thus relieved, pressed J olanston back be- 
yond Raleigh, and stood prompt to combine with their 
brethren of the Potomac inthe final crushing ont of 
the dast organized force of the Confederacy, Your aid, 
however, was not needed. The Army of the Potomac, 
commanded at last by the first General of this army, 
was sufficient for itself, Five Forks and Anpomaitex, 
Sheridan and Grant, crowned the patient endurance 
of that army with final success and eternal glory. Lee 
snrrendered, and Johnston followed his example ; and 
then, at Raleigh, its fieki-duty complete, 

THIS PRESENT SOCIFTY 
of the Army of the Tennessce was formed. It was a 
wise thing todo, Few ties are s0 strong as purticipa- 
tionin a commor danger, and recognition of a mutual 
reliance, one upon the other ; and it is well for us to 
meet as we meet now, 

Some who were of the. Army of the Tennersee Nivea 
not to become members of this Society; others, once 
metobers, are not found with us now, They are not 
present, but they are accounted for, Of the first class 
are those who died, like C, F, Smith, leader of the gal- 
lant charge on Donelson; and McPherson, soldier and 
gentleman, booted and spurred, face to the foe, in the 
gallant discharge of a soidier’s duty. Of the second 
class are those who died, like Rawlins, active in all his 
high duties to the last, filimg honorably and with 
special ability the fmportant duties of his high office. 
Year by year, comrades, our ranks grow thinner: but, 


as member after member drops out of our line, let us | 


do as we used to do when decimated under fire,— 
“ Close upon the colors.” 

It would not be just for me, at this time, to give any 
history of your battles, marches, and movements. It 
has been long since done by a better hand than mine, 
and I was separated by the fortune of service from the 
line of the great movement which specially distin- 
guished your career. Now, however, that ail these 
great events have passed into the domain of the philo- 
sophic writer, What one among the many lessons they 


teach shall I essay to touch? One, at least, is pars- | 
mount, and of continual force upon those of us who | 


still survive: That the nation, the national life, is of 
INFINITE VALUE AXD WORTH, 

That is the thing for which we live and they died. 
That to keep that national life pure, strong, triumpb- 
ant, is the first duty, the supreme obligation, of the 
citizen, ae to defend it when attacked is the first duty 
of the soldier, That this duty of the soldier ie fitful 
and intermitting, depending wpor the accident of vio- 
lence offered, while the duty of the citizen is daily, 
continual, permanent, That the one is as sacred and 
inviolable as the other ; and that neither can be aban- 
doned or neglected without disgrace and desertion of 
duty, This general truth I desire to impress, War, as one 
of the means of settiing disputes, where no competent 
tribunal exists, has not yet gone out of date. Our 
civilization has noi reached that point, nor is it likely 
soon todo so, Armies—the most perfect embodiment 
of force—seem destined for many years to hold their 
peace. The struggle in Europe is for the possession 
of the most perfect of these organizations, Our late 
War developed the fact that the American people, 
North and South, are among those most fitted for war- 
like purpose, and to-day, ina popular war, we could 
throw into the field 500,000 genuine soldiers, ready on 
the instant for the line of battle, 

These are the fruits remaining of our training in 
the active field; but this will not last beyond the life 
of this patural generation. Twenty years from now, 
if a great emergency should demand armies, all the 
horrible experience of the first three years of the 
War, with the ghastly total of unnecessary loss from 
ignorance and inconrpetency, will be repeated, unless 

SOME CHANGE IN OUR MILITARY sYSTEM 

is adopted, I know, and many of you know, that we 
lost more men hy disease unnecessarily incurred than 
we did in battle. Ignorance or carelessness on the 
part of the men themselves, neglect of the ordinary 
laws of health, neglect on the part of the Quarter- 
masters, Commissaries, and Medical Staff. negiect on 
the ;part of line-officers,—these things, in the early 
war, decimated our ranks; and it was not until ree- 
ments had been fearfully reduced in numbers by euch 
causes that they hardened into a fibre tough enough 
for campaign duties, And then, when every man in 
the battalion was a competent soldier, and recruits 
were needed to fill up to fair regimental etrength,when 
the school and the teachers were ready, and the young 
soldier would learn duty by the very atmorphere of 
the veteran, and by contact with men of formed habits 
and thorongh discipline, they were thrown, rather, 
into new organiz&tions, ail awkward, all raw, to repeat 
again the saine disastrous experience, with similar, if 
not equal, losses, 

The whole system of raising, recruiting, and officer- 
ing volunteer regiments, as practiced by us during the 
War, was wroug im principle, false in theory, and 
ruinously expensive, both in money and in lives, In 
proctace the problem is yet to be solved by some bet- 
ter mede, or else, although we can never cease to be 
& nation capable of being soldiers, the process of mak- 
ing us such will be wretchedly destructive of life that 
could weil be saved. 

We have, however, and always shall have, 

@UR REGULAR ARMY, 

and here, as a volunteer officer, and speaking to yo)- 

unteers, I desire to say a good word for this right arm 

of the nation. It is fashionable for false ecouomists 

to press for reduction and for changes ip our army. 
There is a wise economy, and there is also a pretended 

economy, Military service must be made honorable, 

or good men wiil not remam init. Thetenure of 
oilice must be secure on condition of the per- 
formance of duty, or men will not devote their 
lives to it, and, by that devotion, unfit themselves for 
other purposes. Both position and compensation 
must combine to hold men from abandoning the mili- 
tary service in time of peace, and from seeking the 
richer prizes that are offered in other business, Above 
ali, the esprit du corps must be kept up; and nothing 
tends so strongly to break this down as dependence 
and uncertainity. Our frontier must be guarded, our 
Indians controiled or punished, our coast garrisons 

kept up, our police-duties looked after, There is some 
fighting along the Indian line, but no fame’, there are 
terrible exposures, but no renown, There are respon- 
sibilities of the gravest und most delicate nature cast 
upon officers of low rank and but small commands, 
to-day, in the disturbed portions of the country. Let 
our regular army be fully up to the requirements 
of the nation,—thoroughly educated, thoroughly 
equipped, fully paid, safe in security of position, 
stripped of all unnecessary bureau, subject to thor- 
ough, uniform discipline, moved by orders from a 
single head; and then let it be seowre from being 
mgde an object on which politiciams can make tem- 

porary reputation by clamoring, in the interest of a 
mistak.n economy, for reduction, Let this be done 
firmly and wisely, and the Reguiar Army of the Unit- 
ed States will sustain all the burdens likely 6 be re- 

quired of it, and, im case of some great national 
emergency, will be prepared to act as elder brother 
and guide to the volunteer force of the nation, 

Aud now, comrades, that the hours of this anniver- 
sary are coming to their close, let us part with pleas- 
ani memories of the past, and with 

BRIGHT AUGURIES POR THE FUTURE, 
Bound together by common endeavors and common 
sufferings tm a common cause; devoted, now as ever, 
to any service which our country may demand; with 


no bitterness remaining from the strife; with no hes- |

The next speaker was the Rev. Mr. Ralph, 
pastor of Murray Chapel, Universalist, who gave 
assurance of his sympathy with the movement. 
He referred pleasantly to Dr. Thomas’ remark 
that the miniscers were backward im declaring 
themselves, adding that. from,what he had read 
of the Doctor's views, he was about as much of 
a Universalist as he was. The speaker had not 
always favored the suffrare cause. He had op- 
posed the admission of Olympta Brown to the 
Theological Seminary at which he was studying, 
bat efterwards became her warm supporter. He 
closed by referring to the hopeful aspect of 
affairs in Iowa, where the State Convention of 
Universalists had indorsed the suffrage move- 
ment Dy special resolutions. 

MISS ANTHONY. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony followed with an ad- 
dress on the ** Moral Power of the Ballot,” and 
the right of woman to exercise an influence in 
molding the morals of the State. Alexander 
Hamilion laid dowa a principle that there couid 
be no harmony of action in a community where 
unequal powers and privileges were conferred. 
A man wouid take for bis wife none but a pure 
and spotless woman, but a woman must marry a 
man without calling in question his previous 
morals, though he night have been a notorious 
libertine. Tho one ind the contro! of the per- 
800 and property of a woman and her children. 
The speaker touched upon tae social-evil ques- 
tion, referring to asermon by 3 Chicago preach- 
er. who stated that in this city were 4,000 prosti- 
tutes, supported by 20,000 men, many of them 
the sons of good families. 
remedy for ber public as well as her private 
wrongs. The action of the Chicago Common 
Council, in rejecting the pelitiou of the praying 
women to close the saloons on Sunday was de- 
nounced by the speaker, who said that the result 
would have been different if an equal number of 
men, white or black, had waited upon the Com- 
mon Council. Last year the women of Grand 

tapids, Mich., were similarly snubbed in an ef- 
fort to persuade the authorities to close the 
dram-shops and variety-shows. She disagreed 
with Mrs. DeGeer as to the ‘temperance men, 
beheving them to be the most bigoted people m 
the land. The temperance crusade in Ohio 
failed beeause when the women bad got through 
praying they couid do no more. The rum-seller 
went to the ba!lot-box, and with his vote defeat- 
ed the prayers. in the City of Rochester 
$200,000 in taxes were paid by property-holding 
womeu who had no voice in the control of the 
City Government. Mochers bad no voice in the 
regulation or suppression of the dance-houses 
and hell-holes to which their sons were enticed ; 
and vet it was said that mothers were responsible 
for the evil wavs of their sons. Give woman the 
fulcrum of power in the ballot, and she would 
move the world. Let property-owning women 
take a bold stand for their rights. Way not band 
together as the Trades’ Unions do? Let them 
insist upon the right to vcte, and protest against 
taxation without representation. Goto the bal- 
lot-box on election-day, and deposit their votes 
ifany one would take them; if not, vote any 
Way. 

MRS. SWISSUELM. 

Mrs. Jane G. Swisshe!m disagreed with Miss 
Anthony in her statement that man was tie op- 
pressor of womwrn. Sve regarded mau as the 
friend and protector, and not the enemy. The 
men were guvod; she knew more about them than 
Miss Anthony did. 

Miss Anthony insisied that there were women 
who asked no protection at the hands of the 
nen; they only asked the privilege of protect- 
ing themselves. She nad brothers, and nephews, 
and male frrends who were dear to her: her 
nephews and nieces cailed ber ** Annt Susan,” 
and she loved them. ‘This was well enouch, but 
potenough. Women wanted nothing that was 
not their own already. 


EVENING SESSION. 

The meeting was resumed in the evening, 
with a large number of spectators in attendance. 
MRS. FOREES, 
of Indiana, was the first speaker. She began by say- 
ing that she didn’t wish any gentleman in the room 
to think she referred to himin what she had to 
say; neither did she wish to be considered dis- 
respectful to the Bible, though she did protest 
against the imterpretation placed upon it by 
designing men. There were three things for 
which she thanked God,—thbat she was a woman. 
and not a man; that she was a citizen 
of the United States, and not a serf: 
that the biack cloud which had s0 
long hung over woman was breaking away, and a 
brighter day was at band. She was glad she was 
a woman, chielly because she couldn't help her- 
self anyhow, though sbe would not help it if she 
could. It was an immeasurably grand thing to 
be a great woman. Eve set about enlightening 
Adam, and by her efforts he was born agaia, 
with a knowledge of good and evil. Directly he 
was questioned as to his right to the new birth, 
he sneaked behind his benefactress and laid it 
allto her,—not the last time thata man had 
done this sort of thing. Eve simply heeded the 
voice of wisdom, embodied in the serpent, and 
was the grandest type of womanhood the worid 

had ever Known. 

Woman had gained her present position un- 
aided, aud he was a bold man who dared to ques- 
tion it. Equality consisted in the privilege of 
using our best qualities ana powers according 
to our light. This equality had been denied to 
woman, The rulers of the country needed 
knowledge and discipiine, but woman needed it 
more. Woman should be instructed in the mat- 
ter of bealih; should havo a well-developed 
physical systern, using nope of the fashion- 
able arts, alike destructive to body and morala. 
She should be raised above the necossity of 
marrying ior support. Ail the useful sciences 
whica strengthen the mind should be laid at her 
feet, and she be qualified to breathe to her child 
high qualities. Woman's apathy on this subject 
must be overcume before any progress could be 
made. 

Not content with shutting out women from 
the learned professions, man had eutered the 
domain of woman, and engaged in the business 
of millinery and the manufacture of liadics’ un- 
dergarments. How was woman toimprove, and 
retain the honor which God bad placed in her 
keeping? Man impelied hertocommit a crime 
which be never forgave. With ali her faculties 
untrammeled, who could predict the possibilities 
of woman ? Asto woman’scitizenship, the speaker 
traced the practices of nations in this regard, 
showing thatin the old patriarchal days, later 
inthe Roman Empire, in the New Testament, 
and under the English common law, woman was 
not recognized as a human being. Thank God, 
we now had a country where woman might nope 
for justice. It was heid by high authority that 
the Fifteenth Amendment applied to woman as 
well as to negroes, though it waa not so inteuded 
by the men who framed or passed it. God was 
God, and would not suffer this great wrong to 
His children. If woman was not now fuliy 
qualified and prepared for the fuil enjoyment 
and exercise of her rights, she was rapidly ap- 
proaching a proper degree of qualification. Bad 
laws would pass away before the advance of 
civilization. The history of man was one 
of cruelty and injustice to woman. Here the 
speaker_gave the usual list of the enormous 
rrievanceos which woman had suffered at the 
—_- of the tyrant man. She now demanded 
her rights, in the name of universal womanhood, 
of God and liberty, of justice and right. She 
asked to be left free to develop her mental fac- 
ulties, and to pursue every branch of science or 
The crowning 
glory of man would be iu enlisting the efforts of 
woman in the work of regenerating the earth. 

MISS COUZINS. 

Miss Phebe Couzins, of St. Louis, was the 
next speaker. She said she was here to demand 
a recognition of the rights of a portion of the 
human family. She gave an eloquent and 
beantiful application of Paul's trinitarian decia- 
ration, showing how, in 1776, our fathers 
reached the first clause; the emancipation of the 
slaves by the War of the Rebeilion realized the 
second; and it now only remained to accomplish 
the third, ‘‘ There shall be neither male nor fe- 
male.” The recognition of woman's equality 
was over 1,800 years old, and ought to-day to be 
one of the cardinal points of Christian creeds 
and teachings. The speaker told a capital story 
of Sojourner Truth’s (a black woman) statement 
of the woman question. It was something like 
this: * Dey say woman ain’t man’s equal be- 
cause Christ wasa man. Wiat did Christ come 
from? [{Laughter.] From God and woman— 
maa had nuffin to do withit.” [Renewed and 
prolonged laughter. ] 

Misa Couzins recognized the fact that the 
male sex had done considerable for woman. 
Men were special favorites of hers. She ex- 
pected to accomplish more by telling them what 
they ought todo than what they bad done or 
left undone. 

The first step toward protection for woman was 
freedom and redress in thelavw. In this legisla- 
tors and philosophers had altogether failed. 
It was this that was agiiating society,

not to be laughed down or legislated 
down. If she thought the ballot would 
tend to make woman any the less tender, 
refined, noble, gentile. and womanly, she wouki 
oppose it; but she did mot believe this; woman's 
innate refinement would prevent it, jusé as it had 
withstood grossaness and deterioration since the 
world began. It was no argument against the 
principle invoived to say that woman did not want 
to vote; the same was true of the revolutionary 
forefathers when the right of suffrage was 
conferred upon them. Unfortunately, the mat- 
ter was not now in the hands of the wise men of 
the nation. Ignorant foreigners, degraded 
wretches of all degrees, were intrusted with the 
molding of the moral code of this country, 
while the noble and cultivated women of the 
land were shut out from a voice or vote. A 
woman was worse off than an idiot or a lunatic, 
for it appeared that they sometimes voted, 
judging from some of the election resurns. 
[Laughter and applause.] The work of building 
up the nation in one grand, harmonious struct- 
ure had paused at the very brink of 
completion, and not until the recognition 
of woman’s political equality was s fixed 
fact could the work be deemed entirely com- 
plete. [Applause.] The hands on the dial-plate 
of time pointed to the delivery to woman of the 
message: ‘‘Peace on earth, and good will to- 
ward men.” The speaker clos amid the 
heartiest of applause, having succeeded in en- 
tertaining the audience as audiences are seldom 
entertained upon stmi!ar occasions. 
MISS HULEY®T. 

Miss Alta M. Hulett spoke briefly, saying that 
it was a great mistake that Miss Cozzens was 
born un St. Louis and not in Chicago. She could 
not improve upon what her learoed sister had so 
beautifully said. 

MISS ANTHONY. 

Miss Susan Anthony said she had forgotten her 
promise to give Tue PRIBUNE a@ dressing down. 
As her eyes were a little weak, she got Misa Cou- 
zins to read an extract from that paper as to the 
share of the workingwomen in the suffrage 
movement. This having been done, Misa An- 
thony said that Tas TRIsuNE showed great 
ignoiance on the subject. The fact that work- 
iugwomen had not the time to inquire into and 
study the questions, was the very reason that 
the wealthier and betier educated women 
should speak for them, and labor for 
them. The workingwomen were  becom- 
ing interested in this movement, 
and were beginning fto attend these meetings. 
Béfore Tue Trisune got to be an independent 
paper, and when it was laboring for the enfran- 
chisement of the slaves, it did not use to say 
that the ballot would not improve the 
condition of the entraachised. The 
grant of the ballot to  working- 
men in’England had made Parliament solicitous 
for their weifare, and committees were sent to 
ask the trades unions what legislation they de- 
sired. The power of the workingmen was shown 
in the efforts of political parties in America to 
ride two horses on the currency ques- 
tion.—to conciliate the workivgmen as well 
as the capitalists. A strike of female 
laundry operatives in Troy failed, and a strike of 
bricklayers succeeded, simaply because the former 
had not the ballot, while the latter had. She 
wanted women to have in their bands the same 
power and terror that the men have: so that 
when 16,000 women. ask for the repeal of the 
liquor law their wishes will be respected. [Ap- 
plause.} When women got the right to vote 
they would not go with any party straight, but 
would vote split-tickets. it was a remariabie 
fact that ia Cuicago a womaa was Principal of a 
school and got man’s wages, and she could only 
account for it by the faci that Chicago had been 
twice punihed by tire. 

The old device of putting the suffrage ques- 
tion to a vote was here renewed by Miss Antho- 
ny, who called upon ali the men present who 
were opposed to female suffrage to say ‘* No.” 
Parhaps a dozen so declared themseives, and 
were complimented as **brave fellows” by Miss 
Authony. When the other side of the question 
was put, there was, of course, a shout of consid- 
ecabie volume. 

Miss Couzins here offered the brilliant sugges- 
tion that the men who said * No” were afraid 
that Miss Anthony would come to Chicago, and, 
as she was smarter than they were, they would 
have no chance. 

Miss Anthony said that, as she should not be 
in Chicago for some time to come, she must talk 
a little longer, and talk she did, though it was 
manifest that eilence on her part would have 
been vastly more agreeable to the audience. 

A vote on the question of submitting the suf- 
frage matter to the people of [l!inois was taken, 
and declared to be largely in the alirmaiive. 

Tien the meeting broke up.

THE DETROIT CONVENTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Dernort, Mich., Oct. 14.—Tke morning ses- 
sion of the American Woman-Suffrage Associa- 
tion to-day, called out about 500 persona. The 
first speaker was Col. W. M. Ferry, of Grand 
Haven, who recounted the progress of the cam- 
paign thus far in the State. 

Mrs. Fidelia W. Gillette, of Rochester, Mich., 
followed, speaking op the genera! subject. 

Then letters from prominent persons, inciud- 
ing George William Curtis, James T. Fields, 
William Lloyd Garrison, and the Smith sisters, 
of Glastonbury, Conn., were read. Mr. Curtis 
alluded to the unmistakable progress the 
cause has made, and be believed that a 
concession 80 simple and reasonable as is 
demanded of the Michigan Legislature is 
sure to receive final acceptance. Mr. Garrison 
regretted his inability to attend, but sent his 
benediction. Mr. Fields expressed it as his 
solemn conviction that those who oppose woman 
suffrage know not what they do, and that if they 
are not dead in five years hence they will repent 
their opposition in bitter self-reproaches. 

BRIEF ADDRESSES 
were algo delivered by Mrs. Blackman, of Kaia- 
mazoo: Miss Strickland, of St. Johns; Mrs. Dr. 
Thomas, of Richmond, Ind.; and Mr. Giles B. 
Stebbins, who read a letter from President An- 
gel!, of Ann Arbor, declaring that all his 
experience in the education of woman has pre- 
sented an absolute refutation, both intellectually 
and physiologically, of Dr. Ciarke’s assertions. 

Recess was then taken for dinner.

RESOLUTIONS. 

On motion of Mr. Biackweil, tbe resolutions 
heretofore reported were adopted, as follows: 

First—That our thanks are due tothe twenty-two 
United States Senators who, at the last session of Con- 
gress, voted and paired in favor of woman-suffrage in 
the Territory of Pembina, and we rejoice at the sub- 
mission of woman-suffrage to the people by the 
Legislatures of Michigan and Iows, as acts of 
enlightened statesmanship which cannot fail, whatever 
may be the immediate result, to haston the day of 
wo.nan’s enfrancthisement, 

‘Second—That the recent tndorsement of woman- 
suffrage by the Methodist Convention of Michigan, by 
the Conferences of lows, and by various other 
religious bodies of these and other Siates, 
is evidence that the value of woman’s work 
in the Churches begins to be realized, 
and, in view of the fact that three-fourths of the 
American church-members are women, we cordiuliy 
invite the aid of Christians of all denominations in se- 
curing woman 8 eufranchisement. 

T).ird—That the recognition of the right of women 
to vote and hold office by the Patrons of Husbandry 
in their Granges, by the Sovereigns of Industry in 
their Councils,and by the Good Templars in their 
Lodges, entitles us to regard these societies as prac- 
tical auxiliaries of the woman-suffrage movement. 

Fourth—That we protest against the appropriation 
by Congress or by the State Legislatures of one dollar 
of the public money which is paid in part by women, 
who are taxed without consent, for the purpose of 
celebrating the centennial anniversary of 2 political 
independence in which women are not allowed to 
participate, 

The remainder of the afternoon was devoted 
to speeches by Mrs. Hazlett, of Hilladale; Gen. 
Voris, of Ohio; Mrs. M. V, Langiey, and Mrs. 
E, K. Churchill. 

The evening was devoted to a public meeting, 
with addresses by minor notabilities. 

THE STATE REPORTS, 

The foliowing are abstracts of the reports of 
the progress of the Woman-Suffrage cause in 
the Northwestern States (except in Lllinois and 
Wisconsin, from which nothing was heard), as 
submitted at the annua! meeting of the Ameri- 
can Woman-Suffrage Association, in Detroit, on 
the 13th inst, :

ONTO. 

The main action in Ohio has been to work with 
the Ohio Constitutional Convention, and the re- 
port recounts the action taken by the State As- 
sociation in endeavoring to persuade the Consti- 
tutional Convention to incorporate a clause in 
the Constitution providing for giving the ballot 
to women. The result of their work was that 
the provision received a vote of 48 yeas to 30 
nays, but the rules required that a measure must 
have at least the votes of one-half of the mem- 
bers elected to the Convention, and the measure 
required only four votes of having such a ma- 
jority. The vote was subsequently reconsidered, 
and the measare was laid on the table for subse- 
quent action. After further consideration of 
the subject it was, on April 16, again taken up, 


and received a vote of 49 to 41. The discussion 
of the subject has gained 1t many friends, and 
gives cause to hope that in the future much 
good may be done. 

IOWA. 

The Iowa Woman-Suffrage Association bas 
worked along iu an even course which has pre- 
served it from censure and gained it the respect 
of many of the best citizens. It has spread 
throughout the State many papers, tracts, and 
documents on the question of woman suffrage, 
which has done as much good as any other 
means that could have been adopted. The Des 
Moines M. E. Conference was atluded to as mak- 
ing an expression in favor of woman suffrage 
and of equal rights to women. The question 
of woman suffrage was voted on by the Legis- 
lature, to submit it to the people as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and, though receiving 
a majority of votes in‘each branch,—50 to 31 in 
the House, and 27 to 21 in the Senate,—it did 
not receive the required number of votes to sub- 
mit the question to the people. The Republican 
party at its last Convention adopted a Woman- 
Suffrage plank in its platform. The press has 
done much for the cause in the State, and 
many newspapers are ardent advocates of the 
cause. The order known asthe ‘ Patrons of 
Husbandry,” or the Grangers, are also doing 
much for the advancement of the cause, women 
are admitted on the same footing as men tn the 
1,998 Granges of the State, and the fact that 
women in this organization have the same rights 
as men has something to do in the advancement 
of the cause. In alinost all higher institutions 
of education in the State the practical co-ednea- 
tion of the sexes is admitted, and in nearly all 
young meu and women are admitted. 

INDIANA. 

Within the past year a semi-annual and the 
fourteenth annual Conventions have been held 
—the former at Richmond, the latter at Fort 
Wayne. Both meetings were unusually inter- 
esting and successful. There are several county 
associations auxiliary to the State association ; 
the members are ready and willing to 
work together im -the good cause, The" 
association have engagements now made 
for meetings immediately after the State 
election, beginning next week at 
Muncie, Portland, Newcastle, Dublin, and other 
places, and with our energetic President and 
many capable workers expect to be able to bring 
a report of joyous good cheer to the next annual 
meeting. The report continues: During the past 
year our two Senators, Morton and Pratt, have 
left a record in the United States Senate to 
which we point with pride, while we number 
among our friends such names as George W. 
Julian, Schuvler Colfax, R. W. Thompson, Bishop 
Bowman, and William Baxter. We hear of brave 
and cheering words from many pulpits, while 
temperance organizations are everywhere rapidly 
advancing towards that platform which proclaims 
equal rights for all and the ballot the weapon of 
reform. ‘Though the press is but faintly mind- 
fui of our claims, and we are ignored alike by 
the Democratic and Liberal parties, and forgot- 
ten—strangely forgotien—by the Kepablicans, 
the masses of men, nay more, the masses of 
women, are rising to meet the demands of the 
times; 80 we thank God, and take courage. 

MICHIGAN. 

The campaign opened im April last by the ac- 
tion of the Legislature in submitting to the 
electors of the State the Constitutional ameud- 
ment enfranchising women. The annual meet- 
ing of the Michigan State Association was held 
at Lansing, May 6and 7, an Executive Com- 
mittee of erghteen (two from each Congressional 
District) appointed, who chose as their Chairman 
the Hon. W. M. Perry, of Grand Haven, and 
George Stickney, as Secretary. That Committee 
have labored earnestly and efficiently, but in the 
face of great difficulties. 

The amount of collections from the subscrip- 
tions made at Lansing during the session of the 
State Convention, and from mdividuals residing 
in the State, and which passed through the 
hands of the Treasurer, up to the close of last 
week, is but htcle over $2,000. The ‘loledo 
Woman-Suffrage Association, Wendell Phillips, 
and others outside of the State, have forwarded 
about $200. The St. Louis Association have 
paid fer 800 copies of the Woman's Journal, 
sent gratuitously to different persons in the 
State during the campaign. 

The New England Woman-Snffrace Association 
have paid for the services of Miss Lastman’s 
lecture tour for four anda half weeks, and for 
those of Miss Hindman two months, and are 
now sharing her salary equally with the Michi- 
gan Association fortwo months more. Thirty 
thousand documents have also been donated by 
the New England Association, and 10,000 by Dr. 
H. B. Blackwell. Several friends of the eause 
ia St> Louis, in Chicago, in Lowa, and one in New 
Mexico, have sent smali sums to individuals to 
be expended in some specified way. 

Among the-speakers whose services have been 
reported to the Executive Committee are the 
following: Mrs. Eiizabeth Cady Stanton, one 
month; Mise Mary F. bastman four and a half 
weeks, and Miss Hindman four months,—these 
latter two representing the New England Asso- 
ciation; the Hon. Georrea W. Julian, of 
Indiana; Mrs. A. M. Hazlett, Giles B. 
Stebbins, and Dr. RK, Fisk, representing 
the Siate Association; aud the foilowing 
ainong the volunteer, workers: Jadge B. A. Har- 
lan, of Grand Rapids; Mrs. Hathaway, of Cass 
County; Mrs. Judge Fuller, the Hon. J. H. 
McGowan, and Mrs. Boutel!, of Branch County ; 
Mrs. L. A. Pearsall, of Macomb County; Mrs. 
Gillette, of Oakland County; the Rev. T. H. 
Stewart, of Indiana; Miss Strickland, of Clinton 
Coanty; Mrs. Lucy L. Stout, of Wayne County ; 
Susan}B. Anthony, of New York; Phabe Couzins, 
of St. Louis; Mrs. D. C. Blakeman and J. H. 
Stone, of Kalamazoo, Leo Miler, of New York, 
bas done well. 

This brief inventory shows how small a capita! 
we have had for the transaction of so largea 
business as has been crowded upon us. We are 
confident the executive officers of our Associa- 
tion have done ali they could do under existing 
circumstances. Thev have distributed documents 
donated, and printed many more for distmbution. 
They have employed lecturers from abroad and 
available home leeturers, always with the least 
possidie expenditure. Many individuals bave 
volunteered to lecture and to labor in suca 
fields as seemed promising, and oftentimes with 
very marked success. Dui the field is 80 wide 
and the laberers aresofew. \Ve need at least 
1,000 active men and women to speak and to 
work nnremittingty from this hour until the sun 
goes down on the 2d day of November, and then 
when he rises next morning he might illumine a 
more complete Commonwealth than he has ever 
shone upon since that memorabie day when tiie 
morning stars shone together. 

The friends of the Association may bo in- 
terested to know whether we are confident of 
the resuit of the coming election. We answer 
that we are expectant. There may be room for 
conjecture, but we have learned to labor and to 
wait. If the victory comes this time, we shall 
rejoice, as will thousands everywhere ; and, if i 
does not come now we shall rejoice, because it 
is sure to make us and the friends of the cause 
glad sooner or later. Our ultimate triumph, we 
know, is certain. 

The American Woman-Snffrage Association in 
delegate convention assembled at this our sixth 
aunual nreetiug, congratulate the friends of im- 
partial liberty upon the unexampled growth of 
public sentiment in favor of equal rights of 
woinan during the past year, not only in our 
own country, but throughout the civilized world, 
and especially upon the admirable practical re- 
sults of woman-suffrage in the Territories of 
Wvoming and Utah and in the municipal elec- 
tions of Great Britain. We affirm that a Govern- 
ment of the neople, by the people, for the peo- 
ple, must be a Government composed equally of 
men and women, inasmuch as the equal co-oper- 
ation of the sexes is essential alike to a happy 
home, a refined society, a Christian Church, aud 
a Republican State. 

1, Resolved, That the primary object of our associa- 
tion is to secure the ballot for woman, while its 
general aim is to establish equality of rights between 
Iman and woman in all the reiations of life. 

2. Hesolved, That this equality implies the same laws 
for husband and wife, for father and mother, for 
widower and widow, aleo equal edueational and 
industrial opportunities, and equal pay for equal work. 

WHEBEsS, Women as a class have especial interests 
to protect, and epecial wrongs to remedy, and spectel 
feminine characteristics in which they differ from

BAYARD TAYLOR AT HOME, 


The New Lecture, ** Ancient Egypt.” 
Kennett Square, Pa. (Oct. 9), Correspondence of the 
Philadelphia Press, 

On Saturday morning Mr. Bayard Taylor, at 
the request of his ald friends and neighbors, 
ave his new lecture, “ Ancient Egypt,” iu the 
oroughb-hall at Kennett Square, Chester County. 
Mr. Taylor ascended the platform at 7:30, aud, 
after a warm and kindly greeting from the andi- 
ence, began his lecture by an allusion to Wen- 
dell Philips’ lecture on the “ Lost Arts,” 
which, he said, contained a moral for 
us Americans and modern people, who 
®O vauntiugly boast that the  nine- 
teenth ceniury is so far in advance of - 
ail former ages. Mr. Taylor spoke of the monu- 
ments, columns, and temples of ancient Egypt, 
works more stupendous and enduring than any 
of this day. Egypt’s geographical position is 
peculiar, unlike that of any other, bounded by 
seas and deserts. The ancient history of Egypt 
compasses thircy-three dynasties, from the 
third dowa we have records found on tablets, in 
sepulchres, and templea,. Eras were recorded 
im a manner different from now: each dynasty 
marked an era, andalso the reign of each King. 
With the beginning of @ new dynasty began a 
new reckoning of time. The addition of all 
these gives us the age of Egypt, which extends 
back many thousands of years. The Splinx and 
the Pyramids were once thonght to of the 
same ege, but a tablet has been found 
which states that the King who built 
the Pyramids asso repaired the Sphinx, 
which would prove the latter much older 
than the former. The extremely wild 
temperature of Egypt, and the entire absence of 
moisture of any kind,ure reasons why the monu- 
ments,mummies, and papyrus remainso well pre- 
served. When the'lemple of theSacred Bulls was 
opened, the footprints in the dust, made by the 
feet of those who deposited the papyrua in the 
sarcophagus, were as legibie as those made only 
a few hours before. The faint outlines of haif- 
finished pietures in these temples remain as 
clear and distinct as though the workmen had 
left uw yesterday and might return any moment. 
These wonderful works left us prove the Egyp- 
tians to have been a people of refinement, for 
these grand monuments conld not have been 
completed by a people unless they possessed a 
high civilization and culture. To the earnestre- 
searches of Champoleon and Mariette, French 
scholars, we are indebted for our knowledge of 
ancient Egvpt. The former of these. gave us 
the first transiation of the Hieroglyphics, and 
furnished the key by which later scholars have 
been enabled to make further discoveries. 
Champoleon having read the Greek inscription 
on the ** Rosseitu” stone setting forth a de- 
cree of the priests that divine honors should 
hereafter be paid Ptolemy, and the inscription 
being also in Hieroghyphic, he, by a careful 
comparison, was able to discover a number of 
the letters. Other tablets furnished slight 
traces of the language, and, by deep and earnesi 
research, Champoleom before his death dis- 
covered over 500 Egyptian words. A German 
savan made important discoveries, bué it re- 
mained for Mariette to take up the work of his 
countryman and carry it nobly on. by untir- 
ing zeal he succeeded im resurrectmg this 
lost language, and to-day we are reading 
the inseriptions and papyrus which tell us the 
country’s history. Mariette discovered the an- 
cient Memphis; and, says Mr. Taylor, 1 walk- 
ed the streets of the long-buried city, seeing 
palace steps, pavements, and tempies,—ithe 
limestone glistening in thesurm as though newly 
built. In these ancient writings are found rec- 
ords confirming the Bible accounts of Moses 
and Joseph, and their Hebrew brethren; and, 
says Mr. Taylor, the Hebrews obtaimed their 
style of writing from their Egyptian masters. 
lu proof of this he gives passages taken from 
Egyptian inscriptions, which read much hke the 
Psalms, while many quotations we hear every 
day, as ‘“‘ fam that Lam,” ete., are found on 
these stones, much older tham Moses. Ihe 
speaker touched upon the religion of the 
Egyptians and upon the causes of the downfall 
of the pation, all of which was very interesting.

The specimen of ooal exhibited at the Territo- 
rial Fair, aud which was represented as the 
product of a newly-discovered seam in Elk 
Mountain district, Park County, has been ana- 
lyzed by Prof. E. J. Mallett, of the Golden School 
of Mines. Fifty grains were heated to a bright 
redness for one hour inaporcelain tube. A 
gmail amount of water was given off—no bitu- 
minous matter and no gases were eliminated.

JAPANESE FANATICISM. 


The “Murderer of the German Consul 
at Ekakodadi Confesses iilis Crime. 
Hakodadi, Japan (Aud, 22) Correspondence of the New 

York Herald, . 

I transmit herewith a paper given by the mur- 
derer of Mr. L. Haber, German Consul at this 
port, to the police at the time he delivered him- 
self up to the authoritees. Mr. Haber, as I sup- 
pose you are aware, was cul duwa by a Japauese 
of the samurai class, aid literally chopped to 
pieces, receiving twenty-five separate wounds. 
The assassin was neither drunk nor crazy, but 
committed the deed soiely on account of bis ha- 
tred of foreigners. ‘he fotlowing translation 
may serve to show the teeliugs of -hese samurai, 
who were retainers of the former Princes, and 
have been thrown out of smpluyinent and power 
by the introduction of the foreigu e:ement into 
the Lmpire : 

THE MURDERER’S STATEMENT, 

I, the wundersigued, Minanoto-no-Asson Tazaki 
Hedechika, must respectfuly an humbly beg to lay a 
statement before tae gods mentioned below, thaougn 
I feel it to be a fearful Guty to express my thoughts 
upon thir occasion, 

Firet Kob-tai-dzin-kn, two temples at F-se-no- 
kuni; Kasima, Katori, Ekusutsidzu, three temples at 
Kanto ; Dui-dzu-kits-ki-no-muys, ,rincipal temple at 
E-zu-mo; Dai-dzu, at the templg of my native coun- 
try, Akita ken, and my household god, and also Ten- 
dzin-chike-yao-yaro-zuno-Katai, 

Having learned a few volumes of Japanese history, 
this very insufficiently, through an education which I 
received through the favor of To-dzu-warane To- 
sisuki, Sinto priest, in my native country, or Akita 
ken and a few others, it came to my knowledge that 
all things in this world are by the favor of the gods ; 
that the successor of His Majesty the Tenno reigus 
an l governs at Lis throne the country of Japan very 
successfully, andthe distinction of people as to their 
masters and servants is made, and the courses of con- 
duct by which the people must be ruled and pro- 
vided, 

On the evening of the day before yesterday one of 
the gods, Dzu-mu-Tenno (4p ancient Emperor), who 
firet laid the faundation of the Empire and 
settied at Toma-to-no-zuni as the Capital, ap- 
peared to me in a dream, and spoke as follows: “‘ That 
the foreigners residing in this place (Hakodadi) are go- 
ing to take into consideration and discuss upon toe 
subject of the overthrow of the Tenno (Emperor) of 
our country ; therefore, kill the thieves (both foreign 
and Jajyanese who join with them in the conspiracy) 
iramediately, betore iwey have the opportunity to do 
so,” 

I respectfully desire to accept the gods’ valuable 
command, which has filied my heart with joy, thouch 
I consider it a task diflicuit to perform, Lf, in search- 
ing for the robbers, I come upon them, let me have 
good advice promptly and punish them, thus carrying 
vut the wishes of the gods, by which our country may 
be distinguished from the reet of the world a8 an en- 
liyhtenec nation, If, in coming upon them,I fail to 
execute the commands of the gods, [| hope that they 
wili send down @ great siékness upon me; and, in 
leaving this world, I hereby testify, speaking wit 
truth ond that the gods may be an assisianve 
and prvrection to me,

The following are the most interesting and im- 
portant passages of the editorialin the London 
7 imes of the ist insel., the points of which were 
telegrapled, in reference to tae Prince of Wales’ 
tinaucial condition : 

‘It Las been stated that the debts of the 
Pnaoce of Wales amount to an enormous sum— 
one foreign journal piaces them at £600,000; 
that the propriety of appiving to Parliamen: for 
the means to pay them was considered by the late 
Premier; that the project was abandoned through 
a mistrust of the temper in which it would be 
received; and that, fisally, her Majesty bad taken 
upou herself to free the Privee from as liabili- 
ties. Such statements as these being made and 
videly believed, it is well they shouid be definite- 
ly contradictea and the true position of the 
Prince’s ailairs made kuown. 

‘The income of the Prince of Wales is de- 
rived from the annual grant made uuder the 
authority of Parliament and from the revenues 
of the Dechy of Coruwall. These have hitherto 
suiticed for the maintenance of the Prince's es- 
tablishment, notwithstanding the expenses 
wuich be nas incurred by having, from the time 
he came of age, largelv revresented the sover- 
eignty of England. At the present time the 
anpaid claims before his Roysl Highness’s 
omnptroller amount to little more than s third 
of the Prince’s annual income, and, with the ex- 
ception of one or two accounts unsettied from 
peculiar circumstances, there is at present no 
bili on the list of more than one year's standing. 
be payments are penodically audited by Sir 
Wiliam Auderson. They are regulated by the 
balances in the banker's banda, and the balances 
on this Ist of October will be more than snili- 
cient to meet every claim on the Prince. ‘This 
being the case, 1t need not be Said that the ru- 
mors of serious debt and embarrassment have 
substantial basis. Thev have arisen from 
misapprehension of the real facts, and these it 
may be as well to state.” 

After alluding to the mumerous expenses in- 
separable from the Prince of Wales’ position, 
O° articie continues: 

‘jo met all tuese calls, the Prince bas an in- 
come which, at tue time of its settlement, wa: 
estimated at £100,000 a year. The neariy-fixed 
income of the Prince of Waies cannot enter into 
competition with the enormous wealth possessed 
by the highest section of English avociety. Nor 
iz 1t, indeed, for a moment to be desired that the 
provision assigned by larliamentfor the Prince’s 
maintenance in @ manner betitting bis position 
should be measured by anyextravagant standard 
of luxurious expenditure. But, taxing into ac-

sponsibilitv, we are pot surprisod to learn that 
the Prince’s expenditure has exceeded his in- 
come. ‘Tae excess, Lowever, has been provid- 
ed from funds which legiimately belong 
to the Prince of Wales, and are, in fact, 
his private property. During his minority the 
revenues derived from the Duchy of Cornwall, 
carefully administered under the supervision of 
the laie Prince Consort, were allowad to accumu- 
late. Largo sums out of this fund were iaid out 
on the purchese of a pleasant but not profitable 
dumesne, aud on mad&king those alterations aad 
improvements which are commonly incidental to 
tre purchase of anestate. Nevertheless, there 
still remains enough from the Duchy of Corn- 
wall accumulations to cover the year! ; deficit of 
the Prince's er‘ablishment. Lhe trustees sell 
cut stock to the amount reqnived to pay the 
claims on the establishment, which is thus kept 
clear of debt, except in respect of such recent 
sccounts as those we have aiready mentioned. 
rom £10,000 to £20,000 has been annually re- 
quired for this purpose. Tue Prince bas thus 
hitherto relied on his own means, and though, 
no doubt, it is a misfortune to be living on 
capital, sill this 1s a very different state of 
things from that which the popuiar rumors 
represent.”

THE LATEST TAX SUIT. 

Joseph Uhrich filed a bill yosterday in the 
United States Circuit Court against George Vou 
Hollen and the Teutonia Life losurance Com- 
pany to prevent a collection of tax on tho capi- 
tal stock of the Insurance Company for city pur- 
poses. Uhrich etates that tho Teutonia Life 
Insurance Company is a resident of St. Louis, 
but doing business in Chicago. im May, 1873, 
the Company made ont a list of its tangible 
property, on demand of the City Assessor, rat- 
ing the personal property at $300, and the 
real estate at its fair cash value. This 
assessment was changed, it is alleged, 
by the City Collector or Assessor and Mayor, 
and an assessment made upon the capital stock 
and franchise of 49.200, on which increased as- 
sessment atax of $385,60 were levied by the 
City Board of Equalization, consisting ofthe As- 
eessor and Mayor, It is claimed that the capital 
siock and franchise of the corporation cannot: be 
assessed for city purposes ; that tue only pro- 
visions of law by which it may be claimed asid 
assessment can be upheld are Secs.

THEY BECOME THOROUGHLY DEMORALIZED, 
jump up and down like a drove of frightened 
sheep, and before the sportsman is_ hardiy 
comfortably settled in his saddle, he 1s among 
them, cracking away with bis revoiver right aad 
left.

Views of an Ex-"iembcr of the Srit- 
ish Cabinet. 
Frown the New York Herald, Oct. 12. 


The hight Hon. W. E. Forster. member of 


Parliament for Bradford, Dnz., and, under tie 
the Gladstone Adauiniatration, oneof Her Majes- 


| ty’s Ministers, is now ou a visit to tlus country. 


At the Fifth Avenue Hotel, last eveniug, a rep- 


| resentative of the Jerald met Mr. Forster and

I am watching the progress of the Southern 
trouble with the greatest interest. and, what- 
ever may be tho State difficulties, there can be no 
doubt in my mind that President Grant is right 
in maintaining tho law against armed ciscontents. 
T know that our experiment in the direction of 


the abolition of slavery in the West Indies has | 


proved eminently successful in the way of 
commercial prosperity.

‘Substantially we nave compulsory education. 
If there is any part of the Education act of Eng- 
Jand for which [am specially responsible it was 
the introduction of the provisions with regard to 
compulsion, and at the time they were introduced 
in the House I do believe I had more faith in che 
principle than the large majority of those who 
heard me. Ii bas been received in the country 
better even than I anticipated. There hgve been 
several conviction of parents for not’ sending 
their childrep, and in Liverpool two parents have 
been sent to prison. Public opinion seems to 
indorse it. It is, however, an optional law : 
compulsory by-laws may or may not be passed 
by a town.” 

** The religious question has been and is a dif- 
ficulty in Evgland im connection with schools, 
too, is it not 7 

‘Yes; but thatis much too large a question 
to go nto now-—-we bave not time forit. Bus! 
am reminded, thinking of it here in America, of 
what J once read your Mr. Beecher had said 
about thie. He, in one of his public addresses, 
substantially said, * Let the public schoois take 
care of the secular education. and let the Church 
take care of the religious.’ Nowthat to me is, in 


effect, saying that only the pricst can teach re- | 


ligion, and that religion is something separate 
from all other knowledge. 
am always ready to controverit. As far as En- 
gland is concerned, | believe it would be wrong 
for the State, ae a State, to deciara that religion 
should not be taught in the common day schools. 
1 believe it would bave a most serious and de- 
plorable effect on the whole legislation of the 
country if we declared, bv act of Parliament, that 
the one subject that we would not allow to be 
taught to children in Kugiand isthe subject of 
religion.” 

** Have you secn any of our public scnools, Mr. 
Forster ?” 

‘**Yes: I have scen two,--a boys’ and a girls’, 
—al] that 1 have had time for before we go West. 
When wo return I intend to visit the public 
schools more thorough!v. So far as [ have seen 
the American schools. I hare been surprised at 
their size and the readiness with which a}l clusses 
of children mix together. I want so to observe 
your school system that | may form some jude- 
ment a8 to the practicabillt? of a son of mino 
sitling beside the son of my coachman, and both 
graduating together from the primary school to 
the uviversity. At present I don’t quite compre- 
bend that, I must confess.” 

**Is England gettine more conservative, or is 
it getting republican, Mr. Forster ?”’ 

‘*Itis certainly not getting republican. Re- 
publicaniem in Lnglaud has verv little life be- 
hindit. In some respects I think, bowever, we 
are more republican than ronare. It is certain 
we can get a change of government more 
quickly, and the Legislature feels the action 
of the people more promptly than the 
American system of government enables 
you to de. Engiand ie, however, I 
think. not more couservative than ehe has al- 
ways beou. We wentout of power when there 
was bo more that we could do. In some things 
I think we had been little in advance oi the 
people. But Mr. Distaeh will have to ask his 
Cabinet to do some things that probably it will 
not like todo. Then there will be a reaction, 
and possibly a change of Government. There 
is no reason to suppose that the Eoglish people 
were afraid of Mr. Gladstone becoming too rad- 
ical.” 

‘Have you any anxiety as tothe struggle be- 
tween capital and labor?” 

‘*] think that is likely to be a rock ahead. But 
I think tbe ballot will enable us te set over that 
troubie. I am a large employer Gi labor myself, 
though I am unable to give any practical or per- 
sonal attention to the business. I think that the 
workiogmenu in England areas a rule, better 
paid thao they ever were. It is true that the 
purchasing power of wages, consequent on the 
increased price of provisions, is not so great as it 
was, but then the men get higher wages, and 
upoa the whole the wurkingman is better off now 
toar he ever was before.”
